COMMISSION NOW IN SESSION 

A Special Congressional Inquiry Upon 
This Important Subject Has Been 
Begun at Washington— Months Will 
Be Devoted to Investigation. 

Washington, April 22.— An exhaus- 
Ive Investigation Into all phases of 
he problem of Immigration as It af- 
'ects the United States has been be- 
tun by a national commission created 
'or th*> purpose. The commission met 
n the room of the senate committee 
in Philippines today to perfect Its or- 
sanitation and to discuss plans for 
md consider the scope of its work. 

The commission consists of nine 
members, appointed under the Immi- 
gration act panned by congress last 
winter. Three of them. Senators Dil- 
lingham of Vermont, chairman of the 
immigration commission: Lodge of 
Massachusetts and Latimer of South 
Carolina, were named by Vice Presi- 
dent Fairbanks; three. Representa- 
tives Howell of New Jersey, chairman 
of the house committee on Immigra- 
tion and naturalization; Bennett of 
New York and Burnett of Alabama, 
by Speaker Cannon; and three. Prof. 
Charles P. Nelll. commissioner of la- 
bor: Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell, and 
William R. Wheeler of Oakland, Cel.. 
by President Roosevelt. 

The law places no limit on the time 
the oommlesion shall consume In mak- 
ing Its Inquiries or on the expense it 
may Incur. The provisions of the law 
under which the commlaslon will op- 
e are broad, and It Is expected by 
the members to deal comprehensively 
and. If poaalble, conclusively with the 

While some work will be done by 
the commlaslon In this country by way 
of beginning Its Inquiries, the general 
idea Is to extend its labors In the near 
future to Europe. The most Important 
ports of embarkation of emigrants will 
be visited. A tentative Itinerary of 
tli» body includes C.reat Britain. 
Iteaet, Germany. Russia. Austria-Hun- 
gary. Spain and Italy, and It Is not 
unlikely that it may extend lis Investi- 
gation to Greece, Turkey.

CONSTITUTIONAL 

Kentucky Law Taxing Spirits Pro- 
duced in That State Gets an O. K. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 22 -The Ken- 
tucky court of appealB has sustained 
the constitutionality of the legislative 
act of the special assembly session of 
1906 placing a tax of 1»4 centa per 
wine gallon on rectified, blended, com 
pounded and adulterated spirits pro- 
duced in the state. The court decided 
adversely every contention of counsel 
for the blended liquor Interests. The 
violation of the fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution of the United 
States waa urged before the court, and 
upon this question the case will doubt- 
less go to the supreme court of the 
t'nlted 8tates for review on writ of 
error. The opinion of the court, writ- 
ten by Justice Hobson, Is explicit upon 
every point raised. It holds that the 
tax is one of license, rather than a 
property tax, and that the tax is upon 
the completed product and not upon 
the constituent parts. It was urged 
for the rectifiers that the tax under 
the provisions of the law was only 
upon spirits produced from single 
stamp spirits. The court says that It 
means rectified liquor In whatever way 
produced. A number of questions of 
violation of the constitution of the 
state, raised in the case, are disposed 
•f adversely to th( 
aonstitutlonallty of the act.
